CHANGE OF PLANS 


e Hankow, May 8. 
Following repeated failures to 
-P break through the’ Chinese lines in 
the vicinity of Taierchwang, the Ja- 
panese have changed plans for thelr 
drive towards Hsuchowfu, according 
to Chinese military despatches. In 
South Shantung: the Japanese are 
sald to be avoiding-the strong Chin~ 
ese defences north-east of Tater- 
chwang and to be shifting castward 
for a push through ,the Tancheng 
sector. It Is nlso possible that the 
Japanese moy shift their attack’ to 
north Kiongsu, where Intest Chinese 
reports state that the Japanese ore 
advancing north towards Hsuchow in 
two. columns, one moving along the 
Tsin-Pu railway towards Kucheng 
and the other pushing northward 
from Yenchen. On the railway the 
Chinese are said to be holding a linc 
south of Tsaolnotsi, two statlons 
south of Kucheng. 


Small Japanese detachments are 
reported to have been seen in the 
vicinity of Tsnolaotsi. The Japan- 
ese columns from Yenchen has al- 
ready reached Fuling, south of Tung~- 
tal on the Lunghal railway and cast 
of Kwaiying on the Grand Canal, It 
tp not yet known whether this Jna- 
panes¢ column will head northward 
towards Hnichow, the eastern tcr- 
minus of the Lunghal railway, or 
turn westward towards Kwaiying to 
advance north-westward along the 
Grand Canal.—Reuter, 


TRIPLE THRUSTS 


Shanghal, May 8. 

In triple thrusts from the south 
towards the strategically-vital Lung- 
hat Railway, Japanese troops to-day 
were poised along a ine extending 
from Mencheng, in northern Anhwel, 
enst to Fownlng in Kiangsu. ‘The 
distance between the westernmost 
and easternmost Japancse salients 
was approximately 400 kilometres. 

The centre of this new Japanese 
offensive was formed by a column, 
which on Thursday, May 5, celebrat- 
ed the traditional Japanese ‘Boys’ 
Day by occupying Chinsse positions 
rwest of the Pelfet River, north of 
Hwalyuan. Advancing 30 kilometres 
in two days, thts column’ reached the 
banks of the Hsich River, off Slnklao 
on the Tsinpu Railway, yesterday, a 
Japanese military spokesman here 
claimed to-day. To the west, ‘an- 
other column was attacking Men- 
| cheng from the north. Menchen is 
approximately 130 kilometres north- 
west of Pengpu, on the Ticntsin- 
Pukow railway. 


The column which took Fowning 
to the east yesterday, to-day was sald 
by the spokesman to be preparing to 
continue its advance norhwards to- 
wards Haichow, the eastern terminus 
of the Lunghat linc. 


These advances, hitherto unreveal- 
ed with the exception of the move- 
ment in‘ Kiangsu towards Fowning, 
brought the southern Japanese line 
advancing towards Hsuchow to with- 
fn 100 kilometres of the Lunghal 
Rallway. The Japanese _ southern 
salient on the Tsinpu front hitherto 
had stopped at Pengpu.—Domet.

Four fishing boats nearby 
were set on fire by n scouting party 
of ‘blucjackets who went near to the 
shore in rubber boats. No landing 
was actually made. The firing des- 
troyed over sixty sheds and houses 
along the water front. . 

About ten Jupanese warships were 
reported this morning to be in the 
vicinity of Man Shan Island, south- 
west of Bocca Tigris, and Cross Gute 
near Chungshan county. The blue- 
jackets who landed on Mon Lee 
Island on the same county last Fri- 
day evacuated Inst night. An air- 
craft carrler was ‘sighted yesterday 
afternoon at Cross Gate.

There was no the 
Treaty of Versailles more 
patently unjust than the provi- 
sions it made for the ‘independ- 
ence’ of Austria. Only the day 
ufter the Armistice came into 
effect, an Austrian National 
Assembly unanimously declared 
the country to be an integral 
part of the newly-born German 
Republic. By -all the rules of 
self-determination laid down by 
President Wilson, the wish of the 
Austrian people should have been 
satisfied. But the victors were 
more intent on crushing Ger- 
many than on doing justice, and 
Austria was definitely forbidden 
to unite with Germany.

None the less, local plebiscites 
were held in the early days of 
1921 in different parts of the 
country overwhelmingly demand- 
ing the Anschluss, and the 
Austrian Parliament decided un- 
animously to take the vote of the 
whole country on the question. 
The movement of 1921, however, 
was suppressed by the joint 
efforts of Britain, France and 
Italy. 


In 1931 the German and Aus- 
trian Chancellors proposed at 
least a Customs Union betweeu 
their countries. The Permanent 
Court of International Justice 
decided by a majority of one, for 
purely political reasons, that 
such a union would be a violation 
of Versailles. It may be record- 
ed to the credit of the English 
and American judges that they 
voted with the minority. France 
insisted on the dismissal of the 
Austrian Chancellor, and Dr. 
Brunig, the German Chancellor, 
lost such prestige through his 
‘ailure as to prepare the way for 
his own and the Republic’s down- 
fall—and the rise of Natfonal 
Socialism in- Germany.

THEIR CAREERS 


Chief Inspector Burt sald that there 
was one conviction against Hobbs, on 
March 9, 1925, at the Old Bailey. 


He wns then convicted of con- 
spiracy to defraud and of receiving 
two cheques for £160,000 cuch. He 
was sentenced to two years’ hard 
Jabour on each of three counts, to run 
concurrently. 


The offence was blackmall, in 
which Hobbs morc or Icss took the 
part of a solicitor in a case In which 
u very wealthy man found in a com- 
promising position by a man who 

- posed as the woman's husband was 
induced to part with two cheques ot 
£160,000 cach. Only one of the 
cheques was negatlated, 


As a young man Hobbs was 
solicitor’s clerk and ao solicitor’s ac- 
countant. He had also been a regis- 
fered moncylender, For 20 years, up 
to 1019, he was manoging clerk to a 
firm of solicitors. 


“A SICK MAN” 


Since his release from prison in 
November, 1926, he had been inde- 

ndent, and was reputed to be a 
wealthy man. 


Hobbs (interposing): 1 was for 23 
years with a solicitor, but not with 
that firm. 


Inspector Burt said that Hobbs was 
a sick man, suffering from heart 
trouble and asthma. : 


Hobbs: When you arrested me, 1 
had come out of the local hospital 
‘without the consent of the doctor, and 
you brought in the divisional surgcon, 
—Yes, 


Inspector Burt said that O'Connor 
wished for four offences of fraudu- 
lently converting clients’ money to be 
considered. 

These cases were said to involve a 
total of 211,707, At the time of the 
forgery, added the officer, o’Connor 
was in a bad financial state. 

‘He was admitted a solicitor In 1017 
and had conducted a very successful 
=. practice in Chancery Laric. A ‘re- 
ceiving order wos made against him 
in May, 1936, and he. was adjudicated 
bankrupt in June, 1030, He falled to 
qurronder to, the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings and falled to Ale his state- 
mont of affairs, 
Consequently the Oficial Receiver 
had been unable to state the amount 
of his Mabilitles, The Trustee in 
Bankruptcy had received claims 
amounting 10 £14,057. Asscts hod 
realised £521. 


STRUCK OFF IN 1937 


-O'Connor was struck off tho rolls 
fn 1937 for professional misconduct 
and not keeping proper books. He 
attributed his insolvency to bad debts 
and getting Into the hands of monecy- 
Jenders.. In June, 1036, he obsconded 
to Ireland, where he was eventually 
arrested. y 

Mr, J: 3. Cassels, pleading for 
leniency for Hobbs, said that no doubt 
the judge would take inte account the 
state of Hobbs’s health and his age.

To make a tasty Iamb and tomato 
pie you will need sufficient silces of 
cold meat for your requirements, 
three large potatoes, half a pint of 
stock, half a pound of tomatoes, ball 
a pound of mushrooms, a4 large 
chopped onion, and some browned 
breadcrumbs, 


Prepare a greased pic-dish ond put 
in alternate layers of meat, tumato, 
raw potato, onion, mushrooms, and 
seasoning. Then add the stock and 
finish with a Inycr of  potatocs. 
Sprinkle with bread-crumbs and a 
little dripping. Bake for about an

It is entirely duc to the gallantry 
and courage of this regiment, which 
was reduced to only over 100 men 
when = reinfarcements arrived to 
relleve it that Yangiashan remained 
In Chinese hands and a subsequent 
success, in which 700 Japanese were 
slain, was made possible. 

This regiment, commanded by 
Colonel .Chu, captured Yangkiashan 
on May 2 and, anticipating a Japanese 
counter-attack, at once began defence 
worl at the foot of the hills, 

The next day, a strong faree of 
Japanese, numbering 800, launched 
an attack with artillery and tanks, 
Fighting resolutely in tnudcequate 
trenches the Chinese regiment lost 
heavily, 

Contesting every Inch of the ground 
os the Japanese pressure increased, 
the regiment ylelded the foot of the 
hills but bravely clung on to the 
Alll-top, 

During the encounter, which lasted 
from morning till night on May 3, 
the regiment lost two compuny com- 
manders and seven other officers, 

When finnlly the Japanese were 
routed by {fresh Chinese troops, ,the 
only survivors of the regiment was 
‘Colonel Chu, two company com- 
manders and more than 100 men-— 
Centrat News. 


Counter-Offensive

Describing the work of attending to China's ' sick 


and woundéd, Dr. Yen said that wounded soldiers were: 


carried from, the front line trenches to a first aid station 
by stretcher bearers of the Army Medical Corps, who 
were attached to every division. ; : : 


After receiving treatment, the 
wounded were sent to field hospitals 
where ‘serious cases, were attended 
to, As soon os the men were in a 
condition to travel they were sent to 
base hospitals. 


Wounded from the war fronts In 
the Yangtse area were sent to base 
nospltals tn’ Kiangsi, Those from 
the Tientsin-Pukow and Pelping- 
Hankow Railway fronts were sent to 
Hupech and Honan, while those front 
the fronts {n Shansl and Sulyuan 
were despatched to Shansi. 

Dr. Yen disclosed that ten per cent. 
of the wounded dic before they reach 
base hospitals, where the death rate 
is only 4.7 per cent. 


MEN REJOIN UNITS 


Bixty per cent. of the wounded 
sent to base hospltals have already 
been cured and discharged, Nincty 

| per cent, of those discharged havo 
rejoined thelr. original regiments at 
tho front ; 
Although nincty per cent. of the 
work was done by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment Army Medical Corps, Dr.

Swastika’ Socicty, and others, The 
Red Cross Society, he said, has fifty 
teams jin-tho field. These comprise 
pperation ombutance and dressing 
units with volunteer doctors and 
nurses, The Society has decided to 


double the number of tcams. to one) 


hundred within a short while. 


There are forty Mission hospitals, 
with 3,850. beds, scattered through 
eight provinces, and there are forty- 
six foreign doctors who attend 
chiefly the seriously wounded. . 

As military hospitals must move 
from place to place and os the mill- 
tary situntion often makes the moving 
of the seriously wounded a dan- 
gerous practice, the: Forelgn Mission- 
ary Hospitals. have given valuable 
rissistance, - 


MORE PERSONNEL NEEDED 


As’ ine “war continucs, Dr. Yen 
declared, more ‘personnel and medical 
supplics would be needed. The

Chinese Government was therefore 
establishing a training school in 
Changsha to teach doctors and nurses 
for the First Aid Corps. 


The transportation , of wounded 
from First Ald stations to fleld_hospi- 
tals was handled by a Rear Service 
Department, which was also In 
charge of the transportation of troops 
and supplies and was thus in the best 
position to arronge transportation 
facilltics. 


The Christian Federation had just 
organised several units to help the 
wounded during transit, These units 
arranged dressings and supplicd 
bedding and other comforts for those 
awaiting trains and steamers, 


Although the present’ arrange- 
ments were far from ideal, Dr, Yen 
pointed out that the situatlon was 
improving daily and_ the Chinese 
Government and publlc institutions 
were doing their utmost to meet the 
gigantic problem facing them. 


EPIDEMIC FEARS 


With “the large ‘movements of 
troops and the congestion caused by 
war refugees there were many cities 
where epidemics were bound to break 
out this summer, Dr. Yen declares. 


Serious outbreaks of cholera had 
already occurred in Changtch, 
typhus fover was reported to bo 
raging In Szechuen and Shensi, 
while meningitis had broken out in 
Kilapgsh, . 


The Chinese National Health Ad- 
ministration has organised a hundred 
“epidemic units, In each unit there 
is one doctor and two nurses, with 
four assistants to carry out mass 
inoculations and to educate the 
people in hygiene by lectures and 
lantern slides, The units also sought 
to improve eanitary conditions in the 
various centres.

“ANSCHLUSS WAS 
INEVITABLE 


There was no part of the 
Treaty of Versailles more 
patently unjust than the provi- 
sions it made for the ‘independ- 
enee’ of Austria, Only the day 
after the Armistice came into 
effect, an Austrian National 
Assembly unanimously declared 
the country to be an integral 
part of the newly-born German 
Republic. By all the rules of 
self-determination laid down by 
President Wilson, the wish of the 
Austrian people should have been 
satisfied. But the victors were 
more intent on crushing Ger- 
many than on doing justice, and 
Austria was definitely forbidden 
to unite with Germany. 


None the less, local plebiscites 
were held in the early days of 
1921 in different parts of the 
country overwhelmingly demand- 
ing the Anschluss, and the 
Austrian Parliament decided un- 
animously to take the vote of the 
whole country on the question. 
The movement of 1921, however, 
was suppressed by the joint 
efforts of Britain, France and 
Italy. 


In 1931 the German and Aus- 
trian Chancellors proposed at 
least a Customs Union between 
their countries. The Permanent 
Court of International Justice 
decided by 1 majority of one, for 
purely political reasons, that 
such a union would be a violation 
of.

Three times cuch, the two dicta- 
tors rose and saluted during the 
course of the evening, while the rest 
of the audience applauded.
